Winning Spirit" was better adapted tu 
children, he adroitly Mhatiged his pur- 
pose and spoke to the mothers and 
others present on "That Boy."^lis 
talk was so interesting that it held 
the attention uf hi* alienee through- 
out every minute and he wa* able to 
give some very helpful sugge»tions. 
Wftlle speaking he showed his deep 
understanding of children and also a 
wide knowledge ot psychology In its 
relation to them. 
As he ha* three 


children of his own, and has spent 
twenty-live yearq in th* teaching pro- 
fesaion this knowledge Is of the first- 


t^nd practical variety. 
He quoted front the great psycholo- 


gist and writer, G. Siinley Hall, in 
giving* some uf the characteristics uf 
the twentieth uvntury boy us seen on 
the ctreet*. One of these was that he 
lacks respect for his elders and an- 
other that he haa a magnified Idea of 
his own importance and Is too much 
Inclined to (rust-in luck /nd to forget 
that one element of luck is pluck. 


The two things considered by the 


speaker aa fundamental 
for 
every 


child to learn are respect for author- 
ity and the habit of obedience. 


In speaking of very small children 


he said that if children found that 
it paid to 
have 
tantrums 
because 


they found they got what they wanted 
they were going to keep on having 
tantrum*, and when they 
grow 
up 


they are going to have rows with the 
parents. In his opinion the only way 
Is to be firm, and, when the 
child 


sees that tantrums are of no avail he 
will gradually tease to try this sort 
of tactics. 


He spoke of the ages of four, five 


and aU as the imaginative ages of

pick then up and do not understand. 
U Injures children while it dots no 
harm to adult*.

develop* into the memory aye which 
is. In the average child, from 9 to 11. 
In this stage of dtvelopment many 
thing* ar* committed to memory and 
It Is here that the foundation* are 
laid. If at all. 
A knowledge of the

ran tie laid for right living.
